were ſigned at his Lordſhip's Houſe at Urrecht (though in the

April 1713. | | 

As firſt Lord of the Admiralty; he was by Act of Parliament 
one of the Lords Juſtices for the Adminiſtration of the King- 
dom, till the Arrival of our late Sovereign from Hanover, who 
on his coming to the Hague to embark for England, ſhew'd 
him particular Marks of his Eſteem, even ſo far as to come 
publickly with his Royal Highneſs the Prince of Wales, our pre- 
ſent Sovereign, to the EarF's Houſe, where he play'd at Ombre 
with his L 5. amongſt a great many Forei Miniſters, and 
many other Perſons of Diſtinction. And when the King was 
ſtepping into the Boat to embark for England, it was obſerv'd 
he took leave of the Earl in a moſt kind and diſtinguiſh'd man- 
ner. Bar after his Majeſty's Arrival in Exgland, things took 
another turn, &c. His Lordſhip continued at the Hague in his 
publick Chara cer, till the aoth of December 1714; when in 
a Publick Audience taking leave of the States- General, he was 
before his Departure preſented with a gold Medal and Chain, 
valued at 6000 Guilders, and landed in Exgland, on the firſt 
of Fanuary following.

On the Fall of the 
Earl of Goury the Lord Treaſurer, this noble Lord gor the 
White Staff, on the 1ſt of May Te, he did not 
hold long; for on another Turn at rt, the Earl demit- 
ted the Treaſurer's Place to Sir Thomas Lyon of Aulubar, in 
the End of the Year 1585; after which the Earl of Mont 
roſe continued in the Council, tho he had no other Office 
in the State, till the Chancellor's Place falling, by the De- 
miſe of Fohn Lord Thirlſtane, he was preferr'd thereunto in 
January 1598, in which Station his Lordſhip continued till 
1604, when it being judg' d neceſſary that the Chancellor 
ſhould be a Lawyer, his Lordſhip reſign'd the Place: But 
on the Lord Fivie's being made Chancellor, the Earl of 
Montroſe was made Viceroy of Scotland during Life, which 
great Office he 3 enjoy d till his Death, November 
9, 1608. He left Iſſue ans his Wife, Daughter of 
David Lord Drummond, John, his Succeſſor; Sir Robert 


Graham of Innermeath; Sir William Graham of Braco; and 


2 Daughter Liliac, married to Fohn firſt Earl of Wigtous. 
John Earl of Montroſe, being a Perſon of great Parts and 
Abilities, was (as Lloyd writes in his Memoirs of — — 
Ambaſſador to ſeveral Princes, and after the Ac of 
King Charles I. to the Crown, named Preſident of his Ma- 
jeſty's moſt Honourable: Privy-Council, which he enjoy'd- 
even till his Death, November 24, 1626. By Margaret his 
Wife, ter of William Earl of Gowrie, he had James, 


bis Son and Heir, the firſt Marquiſs of Morrroſe ; allo four 


Daughters; Lelias, married to Sir John Col, 
Bart. and had Iſſue; 9 GAY 
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of Lot, 
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Pier; Dorothea to Fames, firſt Lord Rollo; Beatrix,” to Da- 
NE SEED A ora re ne 

Fame, his Succellor, after rquiſs of pſe; was 
born in x612, and ws one of the greateſt Heroes of his 
Time. Having the Misfortune to loſe his Father when he 


Friends, in order to raiſe up Heirs to his illuſtrious Houſe, 
prevail d with him, when he was but a Youth; to marry, 
which he complied with. His Marriage gave a great Inter- 
ruption to his Studies; but quickly finding the Loſs he 
ſhould ſuſtain if he did nor go thro' with his Education, he 


| por Maſters at Home, wherein he made ſo great a 
ro 


ciency and Progreſs, that in a very little time he became 
not only very learned, but a Critick in the Greek and Latin, 
after which, for his further Improvement, he traveld into 
oreign Parts, where he ſpent ſome Years in attaining the 
Languages, and . Exerciſes then in Vogue, in 
which he excell'd moſt Men, and came over to England by 
the time he was 22 Years of Age. He was (as Lloyd ob- 
ſerves) Captain of the Guard in Frante, and by Hamilton 
invited into England, to addreſs: himſelf to King Charles the 
Firſt: And coming to the Court, intended to live there, in 
2 View of ferving the Crown, and of raiſing himſelf to 
thoſe Honours and Imployments both his Birth and {perſonal 
Qualifications well intitled him to; but in his Attendance 
here, meeting with ſome Diſcquntenance from the King, 
which was very artfully brought about, he left the Court, 
and returning to Scotland, he join'd in 1638, with the diſcon- 
tented Party, who appear d moſt forward for the Redreſs 
of Grieuances of the Church, inſomuch as he ſoon be- 
came dne of the principal and moſt active Lords for the 
Cayenant and Reformation. In 1639, a Parliament and 
General Aſſembly being to be conven'd in Auguſt, the 
King commanded 14 of the principal Covenanting Lords 
to attend him at Berwick; bur they being conſcious to 


_ themſelves; and fearing Confinement, or the like, ſent only

Covenanters. After the firſt Expedition of the Cove- 


nanters into England, the Earl, on his Obſervation of the 
unwarrartable Proſecution of the Ends of the Covenant, 


gave over no Party, and his Command in rhe Army; and 
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brought him ſo much into the Jealouſy of the Party he had 
formerly been of, that there was no Room leſt to doubt 
of his Sincerity to the King. The, Earl of Clarendon inſi- 
nuates in his Hiſtory of the Civil War, that while the King 
was in Scotland, the Earl of Montroſe offer d to make. away 
two great Men, who were not ſo cordial in the . In- 
tereſt as could have been wiſh'd; but from original Papers 
in the Cuſtody of the Duke of Montroſe, it appears that the 
Farl of Montroſe was a Priſoner in the Caſtle of Edinburgh, 
for correſponding with the King, from the Month of June 
1641 till — after, and the King came down in Au- 
guſt and return d in November; ſo *tis clear he was a Pri» 
ſoner all the while his Majeſty was in Scotland. And the 
Noble Author before- mention d obſerves, That the Earl of 
Montroſe deſerv/d as much as any Man, in contributing more, 
and appearing ſooner ; for the King, being indeed a Man of the 
beſt Quality who did ſo ſoon diſcover himſelf, and it may be 
he did it the ſooner in Oppoſition to Argyle ; the People looking 
upon them both as young Men of 6 mited Ambition, and 
uſed to ſay, That they were like Cæſar and Pompey, the one 
would endure no Superior, and the other would have no Equal, 
After his Releaſement, he liv'd for the moſt part privately at 
his Seat in the Country, till the Meeting of the Conven- 
tion 1643, when he- ſecretly withdrew out of Scotland to 
the King, a few Days before the Siege was rais d from Glogs 
ceſter, and gave bis Majeſty the firſt clear Information of 
the — of the vention, of the Reſolutions 
would be there taken, and of the Poſture the Kingdom 
would ſpeedily be in.

that his Majeſty ſhould give a Command to the Earl of 
Antrim, to raiſe, and ſend over a Body of 2000 Men into 
the Highlands of Scotland, to be a Foundation for raiſing 
Forces there; and that if his Majeſty would grant him a 
Commiſſion to command that Army, he would himſelf be 
in the Highlands to receive them, and run his Fortune with 
them ; and that if no Time were loſt in proſecuting that 
Deſign, he hoped that by the Time the Scers Army ſhould 
be ready to take the Field, they ſhould receive ſuch an 
Alarm —— their own Country, as ſhould hinder their Ad- 
vance into England. On this Overture the King conferr'd 
with the two Lords, and finding the Earl of Antrim for- 
ward to undertake the raiſing as many Men as ſhould be 
deſir d, his Majeſty reſolv d to encourage it all he could; 
and therefore, that the Earl of Montroſe might depart with 
the better Character, and Teſtimony of his Favour and

Stay and Enquiry, return'd back to Oxford, whilſt this No- 
ble Perſon with incredible Addreſs and Fatigue, not only 
quitted his Company. and his Servants, but his Horſe alſo, 
and found a ſafe Paſſage, moſt Part on Foot, thro? all the 
Enemies Quarters, till he came to the very Borders; from 
whence, by the Aſſiſtance of Friends whom he truſted, he 
found himſelf ſecure in the Hi „with his moſt faith- 
ful Friend the Laird of Inchbrackie; where he lay quiet 
without ep gr Action, until the Earl of: Autrim 
wade good ſo much of his Undertaking, that he ſent over 
Colonel Alexander MfDogald, with 'a Regiment of 1500 
Soldiers, who landed in the Highlands, at or near the Placo 
that had been agreed an, where the Marquis * 
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receive him, which he did with great Joy, and quickly pub- 
lind OREN of being General for the King over 

With this Handful of Men thus brought together, be 
brought in ſo many of his Countrymen to join with him, 
as were ſoon ſtrong enough to arm themſelves at the Cha; 
of their Enemies, whom firſt defeated, and every Day 
encreas d in Power, till he fought, and prevaiFd gt ſe- 
veral Battles of wir, Alfuird, Aldearn, Aberdeen, In- . 
verlochy, and Kilſyth, that he made himſelf” in little more 
than one Year, Maſter of the greateſt Part of the King- 
dom; and did all thoſe ſtupendous Acts which are deſer+ 
vedly the Subject of a Hiſtory excellently written in Letis 
by Dr. George Wiſhart, Biſhop of Edinburgh, tho? very ill 
tranſlated fince by an unknown Hanſccg. 

After the Battle of Kilſyth in 1645, where he defeated 
the greateſt Army the Covenanters ever got EE, kill 
ing and taking 5000 Foot and 400 Horſe, the Marquis 
march'd Eaſtward, took the City of Edinburgh; and ad- 
yaricing his Courſe toward England, he was unexpectedly 
atrack'd by Major-General David Leſiy, with the whole 
Strength of the Scots Horſe, at Philiphaugh, on the 13th of 
September 1645, where he was totally defeated ; fo that his 
future Triumph was not only prevented, but he was com- 
pell'd with Loſs to retirg again to the Highlands, for 
recruiting of his Army, in which he had wonderfully ſuc- 
ceeded, when he receiv'd his Majeſty's politive Orders, 
while he was in the Hands of the Scots Army before Neu- 
ark, to lay down his Arms by a certain wy refix'd, and 
to leave tha Kingdom, till when they pretended they could 
not declare for his Majeſty ; and this (as the Earl of Cla- 
rendon writes) was done with ſo much Earneſtne 8, and by 
2 particular Meſſenger known and truſted, that the Mar- 

uis obey'd, and tranſported himſelf into France, toward 
the End of the Year 1646. He reſided there for ſoma 
Time, and took the Opportunity, while he attended at the 
French Court, to make ſome Overtures to Cardinal Ma- 
zarine, to raiſe an Army for the Service of the King, 
which the crafty Cardinal did not receive, ſays the Lord 
C/arendon, with that Regard the Marquis's great Name de- 
ſery'd. Thereupon he left France, and made a Journey in- 
to Germany, to the Emperor's Court, deſiring to ſee Armies 
till he come to command them: And was offer d by 
his Imperial Majeſty (as Loyd writes) the Command of

where he was at preſent to expect him, and had Matters 
to communicate to him of much Importance to his Ma- 
jeſtys Service. Marquis having met with ſome Cold- 
from the Queen at Paris, the King commanded the 
Chancellor preſently to go to him; and if he could, with- 
- et exaſperating him, (which he had no Mind to do) per- 
made him rather for ſome Time to ſuſpend his coming to 
Hague, than preſently to there; which was an 

njunction very Hagteeable to the Chancellor, (as he him- 
felf writes) who, in his Judgment, believ d his Majeſty 
ſhould bid him very welcome, and prefer him before any 
other of that Nation in his Eſteem. After ſome Confe- 
rences, he promis d not ta come to the Hague, till he ſhould 
firſt receive Advice from the Chancellor ; but when he 
heard of the Commiſſioners being come from Scotland, he 
would no longer defer his Journey thither, but came well 
attended by Servants and Officers, and preſented himſelf to 
the King, with the Tender of his Service; who receiv'd him 
with a very. Countenance; and as a moſt gracious 
Teſtimony of his 2 F oy and. Merit, -preſented - him 

with the oy Hing the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, 
While the, King remain'd at the Hague, there were, be- 
Tide the Marquis of Montroſe, and thoſe of the Nobility who 
adherd to him, the Commiſſioners who came from the 
Council and the Kirk, to invite his Majeſty into Scotland, 
or rather to let him know on what Terms he might come 
thither; and the Duke of Hamilton, and others of the 
Nobility who join d with him, made another Party.

The Alarm of * ſtartled the Parliament, 
which was then 2 * Edinburgh, inſomuch that it gave

Whew be came to one of the Gates of Edinburgh, he 
was met by ſome of the Magiſtrates, to whom he was de- 
liver d, by them preſently put into a new Cart pur- 
poſely made, in which there was a high Chair, or Bench, 
upon which he ſat, that the People might have a full View 

of him, being bound with a Cord drawn over his Breaſt 
and Shoulders, and faſten d thro Holes made in the Cart.
